WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The Treasury Depart- 
ment has suddenly ceased supplying bonds to the | 


syndicate. Over forty millions remain on hand, 
and twenty-five millions are said to be in Lon- 
don undisposed of. Allof the messengers who 
were to take out the new bonds have received 
notice that their services will not be required. 
The cause of this change in the programme is 
the failure of the subscribers in 
Europe to pey up § their subscriptions, 
thus throwing the whole burden on tke syndi- 
cate, which thus far has pot shown its entire 
willingness to assume the responsibility. A letter 
received from Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Richardson in the main confirms this view of 
the situation. Unless some unforseen arrange- 
ment is made to save this condition of things, 
the Treasury will find itself in an embarrassing 
position. The Secretary’s notice that on Decem- 
ber Ist he will redeem one hundred millions of 
the five-twenties, will require nearly that 
amount in gold, which, in the- absence of the 
subscriptions through the syndicate, cannot 
be obtained, as the present coin balance of 
twenty millions will be mainly absorbed in pay- 
ing the November and January interests,

An Appeal from Texas. 

There is no State in the whole South 
where radical violence has been so vehe- 
ment, radical misrule so despotic and 
radical oppression so apparent as in 
Texas. It has been so since the surrender 
of Kirpy Smiru, and there is as yet small 
prespect or promice of improvement. 
‘The State is in the hands of Governor Ep 
MUND J. Davis, aman without principle 
and without pity. He has complete 
control. He, and two officers ap- 
pointed by him, constitute a final board of 
review of elections, with power to report 
results as they please. Besides this, forty 
thousand of the best men of the State are 
disfranchised, and the Legislature, which is 
composed of a lotof uneducated negroes and 
ignorant interlopers, has already, besides 
passing other outrageous acts, continued 
itself in power two years beyond the time 
pre-cribed in the constitution of the State. 
Under such a. state of things, is it strange 
that the good people should teel that their 
rights as American citizens are outraged, 
and th.t they have cause to call upon their 
fellow-citizens of the common country for 
heip ? 

In a recent letter to the Hon. Cart 
Scnvunz, signed by thirty-two of the most 
prominent citizens of the State, many of 
whom had acted with the Republican 


party, they appealed to him, and through |

or, as they call it, ‘‘justice and liberty.” 
hens they could have selected no better 
tren aS a medium of communication with 
the people who are able to aid them. 
Many of them are Republicans, but not

honest and free-minded one, and is the 
representative of an element of the Re- 
publican party which is strong, independ- 
entand willing. The aid which the people 
of Texas expect must come from such a

In the rehearsal of their grievances they 
go back beyond the month of May, 1570, 
no farther than to state a few preguant facts 
which cannot be gainsayed, and are not 
dispated except by men who have grown 
rich by harassing, oppressing and plunder- 
ing the people since the surrender of the 
Southern armies in tke spring of 1865. 
They do not even review the array of 
shameful outrages, opprecsions and rob- 
beries perpetrated upon that people for 
three years by the Freedmen’s Bu- 
re.u. It indeed would be a sickening de- 
tail, in which both white and black were 
often the victims of a cupidity which re- 
spected neither age, color nor sex, prac- 
ticed by petty subordinates clothed with 
extraordinary power over person, property 


and liberty, many of whom, never 
having shared a soldier's Can- 
ger, entercd the State penniless acl- 


venturers, and left it With more or less ill- 
-“otten wealth, having boldly robbed the 
white man and sneakingly swindled the 
black. ‘The State was governed by milita- 
iy power from the surrender in May, 1865, 
to May, 187C—{excepting a few months 
under President Jounson’s reconstruction 
in 1866)—five long years in which the peo- 
ple were controlled by the bayonet, and 
not allowed an opportunity to prove by 
acts that they desired to fulfill in perfect 
fidelity their obligations as the people of a 
restored State of the Union; but, in truth, 
were prevented from 50 doing while per- 
secuted and grossly misrepresented to their 
Northern and Western brethren by shrewd 
and selfish men, interested in prolonging 
the period of their bondage as the source 
of their own power and emolument. 
During this time not a solitary instance 
occurred of organized lawlessness or re- 
sistance to the Federal or military powers,

Finally 
restoration to the Union was tendered 
under acts of Congress which, with the 
dishonesty of registrars and election offi- 
cers, disfranchised for the time from thirty 
to forty thousand of the best, most intcHi- 
gent and influential citizens.

Epatunp J, Davis, his opponent, 
and two-thirds of each house of the Legis- 
lature, men of similar views, embracing 
sever! illiterate colored men and a consid- 
erable number of unknown adventurers 
from other States, were declare: elected. 
When in May, 1870 (Congress baving 
formally admitted the Staie on the 30th of 
March), the reconstructed State govern- 
ment was fully put in operation, the State 
was almost wholly free from debt, and 


there was a considerable sum in the treas- 


ury. The Legislature immediately held a 
regular session of three anda half months. 
Since then it has held another regular sps- 
sion, from the 16ih of January to the 3]st 
of May, 1871—four and _ two-thi 
months—when it adjourned to meet again 
on the 12th of September, and is again in 
session. 
its first session, it is to meet yet again in 
regular session on the second Tuesday in 
January, 1872. 

It is to the joint acts of this Legislature 
and those of the Governor of Texas, as 
they believe, unjustly proclaimed g.ich, 
that the people of Texas desire to call the 
attention of their Northern and Western 
countrymen who love constitutional lib- 
erty, publio virtue and justice among men, 
under the conviction, that if they can be 
made sensible of the wrongs under which 
the people of Texas groan, they will rally 
totheir relief through the ballot-box, the 
only practicable mode, and the only mode 


desired. After recounting the par- 
ticulars -of the prolongation of 
the Legislature's functions, which 


is shown to be. in direct violation of the 
constitution, 
ate the different acts passed which 
by their operation are outrages upon tie 
people, injurious to the interests and 
velopment of the ‘ate, oppressive ond 
intolerant. It is said that there is no! a 
respectable white man in the State who 
belongs to the Davis party. The patron- 
age of the Goveraor is iomense, and he 
uses it to enrich those who are the most 
servile and faithful in the prosecution of 
his nefarious purposes and oppressions. 

The most outrageous of all these acts is 
that csiablishing the State police. This un- 
necessary force, which is gotten up in the 
interest of no ocher purpose than outrage 
and intimidation for party purposes, is 
composed of two hundred and ten privates 
and forty-eight. officers, all of whom are 
eppointed by the Governor, from his mest 
servile partisans, many of them the most 
vicious blacks, others white desperadoes, 
and several ex-convicts from the , *!i2n- 
tiary, aad the whole maintained by direct 
annual pay, from the State Treasury,  f 
$768,080. (he Governor, beyond this, is 
authorized, at his mere discretion, at any 
time, to call into service twenty special po- 
licemen in each county, at three dollars 
per day each. Thus he has in service, at 
each time, for twenty-four days, covering 
the period for registration and election, for 
the one hundred and thirty-one counties 
of the State, 2,620 special police, each to 
receive $72, making an azgregute of $183,- 
640 to be paid by the counties, which, 
added to the above, :iikes the enormous 
sum of $455,720, equal to — the 
largest sum ever required for the entire ex- 
penses of the State for any one year before 
the war. This expensive army, as before 
Stated, is selected by the Governor from 
among his own partisans. It is notoriously 
charged, and by the people (Republicans 
as well as Democrais) believed, that in 
passing laws granting enormous railroad 
subsidies a large portion of the Legislature 
has been bribed by monopolists in repeated 
cases—that they sold their votes for money 
as the wages of sin—until they have cre- 
ated a contingent debt upon the State of 
near $40,009,000, every item of which will 
be repealed and undone the momeat the 
people are allowed fairly to elect their own 
law-makers. From the. foundation of 
Texas, in 1821, to the commencement of 
the war, in Iful. no American functionary 
clected by the people, high or low, rich or 
poor, Whit, Democrat or Know-Nothing, 
Was ever Charged with corruption in oilice.
